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Divine Healing 


BY THE EDITOR 


Text, “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
today, and forever,” Heb. 13:8. 


Divine healing is one of the doctrines 
which is peculiar to holiness. Just why 
other Christian religions leave out or fail 
to emphasize divine healing is not known, 
but since holiness is a doctrine of the New 
Testament, was taught by Christ and His 
immediate successors who carried out 
His instructions in preaching the gospel, 
and our text tells us that this Jesus who 
is the Mediator of the New Testament is 
the same yesterday, today, and forever, 
it is extremely necessary that we know 
whether or not divine healing was a 
teaching of His and of His disciples after 
Him. Hence the question, “Did He ever 
heal?” Perhaps there is a few that will 
deny that Jesus did heal while He was 
here upon this earth, and yet it would 
do no violence for us to notice a few 
facts concerning what He did while He 
was here. 


First, NO CASE WAS TOO HARD 
FOR HIM. In Mark 5:25-29 we have 
on record where a woman came to Jesus 
which had an issue of blood for twelve 
years, had suffered many things of many 
physicians and had spent all she had and 
was nothing bettered but rather grew 
worse, but when Jesus came along He, 
having possessed that miraculous power 
that was found in no other, cured her 
of her consumption and sent her on the 
way rejoicing. 

Second, HIS HEALING WAS IM- 
PARTIAL. In Matt. 8:16, 17 we are told 
that the masses brought to Jesus those 
that were possessed with devils and that 
He cast out the spirits with His word and 
healed all that were sick. Neither classes 
nor conditions were taken into consider- 
ation. 


Third, HEALED THROUGH OBE- 
DIENCE. In John 9:7 that the blind man 
through carrying out instructions as 
given by Jesus was made to see. It was 
not the washing, but the obedience. 

Fourth, DIVERS DISEASES. All man- 
ner of diseases were healed by Him as He 
walked through the coast of Galilee and 
through Judea. Withered limbs, sword 
cuts, deafness, lameness, blindness, pa- 
ralysis, fever, palsy, leprosy, epilepsy, and 
lunacy, all were covered in the divers dis- 
eases recorded in Matt. 4:24; Mark 1:34; 
Luke 4:40. 

Fifth, MANNER OF HEALING. That 
Jesus did not have to be present where the 
person was sick is shown in John 4:26- 
53 where He healed the nobleman’s son 
at a distance. HE HEALED WITH THE 
TOUCH. In Matt. 8:3 Jesus put forth 
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His hand and touched a leper and healed 
him, while in Luke 8:43-48 the woman 
who touched the hem of His garment 
was made every whit whole, these show- 
ing that all that was necessary for heal- 
ing was to come in contact with Jesus 
either by His touch or the individual 
touching Him. 


Sixth, CHRONIC CASES. The recipi- 
ent of healing in Matt. 9:20 had a dis- 
ease of TWELVE YEARS’ standing, a 
disease which was not only considered in- 
curable but chronic. In Luke 13:11-13 
we are told of a patient who had suffered 
with a spirit of infirmity for eighteen 
years and was bowed together and could 
in nowise lift up herself. The eighteen 
years’ hold which the disease had on her 
made no difference with the Christ. He 
healed her. In John 5:5-9 we have the 
story of the man at the pool of Bethesda 
who had a disease of thirty-eight years’

standing and was unable to get down to 
the pool after the angel had troubled the 
waters. The case was not too hard for 
Jesus and He healed him of that disease 
of thirty-eight years’ standing. 


Some of these cases of healing were 
gradual, the majority of them were in- 
stantaneous, but all of them were per- 
formed by that Christ the Son of God 
who had power to heal all diseases, and 
in these instances power and authority to 
heal was established while He was upon 
the earth, but this did not end His heal- 
ing career. He delegated healing power 
to others. In Luke 9:1 Jesus called the 
twelve disciples together and gave them 
power and authority over all devils and 
to cure diseases. In Luke 10:1-10 Jesus 
gave the commission to the seventy and 
said, ““And heal the sick that are therein, 
and say unto them, The kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you.” So healing was 
delegated to the twelve apostles and to 
the seventy disciples. In Mark 16 He 


promised it to believers and made it pos- 
sible for all of those who believe in Jesus 
Christ to receive divine healing. 


DID ANY HAVE IT AFTER THE 
ASCENSION? When it is established that 
Jesus healed while He was here upon the 
earth, and that He commissioned His dis- 
ciples to carry the gospel of healing, that 
they did so and that people were healed 
by them, the question of healing today 
is established because of our text which 
says He is the same yesterday, today, and 
forever. However, it might be well to 
answer this question, Did any receive 
healing after the ascension? 


TWENTY YEARS LATER Paul had 
such power. Twenty-six years later the 
gifts of healing were in the Church. 1 
Cor. 12. TWENTY-SEVEN YEARS 
AFTER James gave instructions for pray- 
ing for the sick. Jas. 5. FORTY YEARS 
AFTER Clement said, ‘Men receive the 
gifts of healing.” ONE HUNDRED 
AND TEN YEARS LATER Iranaeus 
said, ““Men healed the sick by the laying 


‘on of hands.” TWO HUNDRED YEARS 


LATER Origen said, ““Man had marvelous 
power in curing by invoking the divine 
name of Jesus.” The time would fail 
us to tell of all the marvelous visitations 
of God’s power in healing on down 
through the ages to the present day but 
with all of those who believe in Christ 
and His power to heal the doctrine of 
divine healing today is a living reality. 

As much as one may be benefited by 
the doctrine of divine healing, it does not 
signify that there have not been abuses 
of the doctrine, for down through the 
ages there have been different men and 
cults who have commercialized on the 
doctrine and who have taken it to make a 
racket. There is this significance about 
Jesus and His followers who went forth 
and taught the doctrine of holiness and 
those whose ministry was followed by 
the signs, that they never advertised 
themselves nor made a hobby of healing 
but preached the full and complete gos- 
pel and healing followed that gospel 
which they preached. It is significant that 
healing came in the time of Christ by His 
touch, by His command, by obedience to 
Him, and through His name. If healing 
comes to us today it must come the same 
way, and it is the power of God and not 
the power of man that brings it, other- 
wise the healing would not be divine. 
Handkerchiefs and aprons were sent out 
from the body of Paul. Just how or why 
is not explained in the Word of God. We 
do not send them out today from our 
bodies but from the body of Christ, His 
Church, Handkerchiefs are sent out after 
having been prayed over that God will 
anoint them with His power. It is then 
that healing is delegated only through 
faith, the faith of those who pray and

Beneath that picture there 
were these words “East Meets West.” Fumi Hanya was dressed 
in a Japanese costume with long sleeves, and which came to her 
feet, the entire body except hands and face being covered, but 
Thelma Cudd was dressed in civilian clothes, clothes which cov- 
ered about as much of the body as those that the African wom- 
en wear before they are civilized. But this is now called civiliza- 
tion. This picture shows with other things that Uncle Sam needs 
to repent of his morals or immorals, and that in this one thing he 
might accept a few missionaries from The Land of the Rising 
Sun, missionaries to instruct a twentieth century, American, 
Christian (?) civilization how they should dress. 

Our General Overseer, with the overseer of Georgia, recently 
visited the Senate in Washington.

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Question: Please explain 1 Tim. 5:9,

Question: Please explain 1 Cor. 5:5. 
—C. E. D. 

Answer: This verse evidently means 
excommunication. Verse 4, “When ye 
are gathered together,” shows that this 
must be done in a full assembly of the 
church. This same verse shows that it 
is to be done in the name of Christ. Verse 
3 shows that Paul’s spirit was with them 
in their excommunication of the evil. 
The destruction of the flesh did not 
mean annihilation but is taken from the 
Greek “olethros” which never means an- 
nihilation. Read 1 Tim. 5:3; 6:9. The 
destruction of the flesh may mean the 
humiliation and destruction of one’s feel- 
ing of self-respect, which would come 
from excommunication or being turned 
out of the Church, 


Question: Please explain Matt. 27:64, 
the last clause, “the last error shall be 
worse than the first.”"—W. D. B. 

Answer: Perhaps those who crucified 
Christ had become somewhat baffled by 
the physical phenomena; namely, the 
earthquake which came at the time of 
the crucifixion and of Christ giving up 
the ghost. This evidently made them 
feel that they might have made an error, 
and now since Pilate has allowed a rich 
man to take Jesus’ body for burial, they 
feel that another error has perhaps been 
committed and if a guard is not set it 
will be merely one error right after the 
other so that after all their guilt might 
be exposed. Matthew Henry as well as 
other commentators, shares this view. 


Question: Please explain Rom. 11:26. 
—R. W. S. 

Answer: It might be well for us to 
here give the scripture referred to. ““And 
so all Israel shall be saved: as it is writ- 
ten, There shall come out of Sion the 
Deliverer, and shall turn away ungodli- 
ness from Jacob.” Israel was chosen for 
a fourfold purpose. First, to witness to 
the unity of God in the midst of a uni- 
versal idolatry. Second, to illustrate to 
the nations the blessedness of serving 
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the true God. Third, to receive, preserve, 
and transmit the Scriptures, and, fourth, 
to produce, as to humanity, the Messiah 
or Christ. According to the prophets, 
Israel, regathered from all nations, re- 
stored to her own land, and converted, 
is yet to have her greatest earthly exal- 
tation and glory, and it is in this sense 
as a nation that all Israel shall be saved, 
not particularly the salvation of the soul 
but as a kingdom or nation to be sal- 
vaged from her desolate condition. Read 
Zech. 12:8; Luke 1:31-33; 1 Cor. 15:24; 
etc. 


Question: Please explain Matt. 22:1-15, 
especially verses 8-12.—Mrs. W. C. H. 


Answer: The illustration given in the 
first part of the 22nd chapter of Matthew 
is certainly illustrative of Christ coming 
to His kingdom. Israel is described as 
being bidden. Everything was prepared 
for her to enjoy the kingdom that was 
prepared for her, but Christ takes this 
illustration to show that Israel made 
light of it and went on their way, not 
accepting Christ as the King. After the 
rejection of Christ by Israel, the gospel 
light shines upon the Gentiles, and the 
gospel era is open to them. The wonder- 
ful invitation goes forth. By the words 
“good” and “bad” a description is made 
of the high and the low. Regardless of 
who or where they are the invitation goes 
to them. The wedding garment is evi- 
dently the provision of salvation which 
all must accept in order to partake of 
the blessings of God whether they be 
Jew or whether they be Gentile, and to 
try to get in some other way is as has 
been expressed in John 10:1, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, he that entereth 
not by the door into the sheepfold but 
climbeth up some other way the same 
is a thief and a robber,” so all must 
come to Christ, be in the sheepfold, and 
must enter in through Him in order to 
enjoy His blessings.

We hope 
you will keep Haiti in mind as you think 
of discarding your winter things and also 
old summer clothes. 

We ask your special prayers in behalf 
of these poor people in Haiti who are suf- 
fering frightfully of famine in the Jac- 
mel district. We have four big missions in 
this area and our work has been material- 
ly affected by this great famine caused 
by heavy rainfall causing washouts in the 
gardens. One of our native workers, Sis- 
ter Josianne, just returned today from the 
Coq Chante mission near Jacmel. She said 
the famine was very bad. To obtain food 
for herself, she must send to a native 
market a half-day’s journey away and pay 
high prices for just any kind of food ob- 
tainable in the emergency. There had been 
a decrease in attendance at the services 
of this mission and upon inquiring of one 
man who had not attended for several 
occasions, she received this reply: ““When 
I haven’t had anything to eat for three 
days and sometimes four days, I don’t 
have much strength to walk from my 
house to the mission.” There have been 
severe rain storms in this area that have 
caused heavy losses in the banana crops. 
One of the staple foods of the Haitian is 
the green cooking banana, the loss of 
which will particularly add to the suffer- 
ing until new crops can be planted. 

In Thomazeau district, where we have 
a strong healthy mission, many people are 
also suffering for lack of food because 
their gardens have dried up. Famine, on 
the one hand because of too much water, 
and famine on the other, because of no 
water. Oh, that these souls, not yet saved 
might turn away from their idolatry and 
superstition and seek God in their hour of 
great extremity. How often we have seen 
God answer souls that have cried out for 
pardon of sins in desperation and self- 
abandonment to His conditions for salva-

tion. But it seems too bad that many will 
continue to harden their hearts, causing 
God to allow such disasters to occur to 
show mankind its own helplessness and 
utter dependence upon the mercy of God.

ern Jewish thought in the United States 
participated in the symposium. Dr. Jacob 
R. Marcus, Professor of History at He- 
brew Union College in Cincinnati, and 
Rabbi Julius Gordon of St. Louis agreed 
that the blows suffered by world Jewry 
will not mean the end of Judaism nor the 
Jewish community in Palestine. Discuss- 
ing Jewish migrations, Dr. Marcus said in 
a prepared address that “The Jew never 
wanted to leave a land where he had once 
been settled. He fell back on emigration 
because it was his one chance for universal 
and renewal. If the Jew ever was an alien 
it was because the state made him such; it 
was never his wish.” These learned Jews 
are constantly forgetting that they 
“adopted emigration” because of their re- 
jection of God and His Word. They keep 
forgetting that God ordered their emigra- 
tion. Let them not forget that God has 
also ordered their return. 

“Louisville, Kentucky, June 19.—Her- 
bert Agar, editor of the Louisville Cou- 
rier-Journal, urged an immediate declara- 
tion of war against Germany in an ad- 
dress today to students of the University 
of Louisville. “We don’t stand a dog’s 
chance of saving our democracy if we al- 
low Germany to win,” he asserted. ‘““We 
need the moral zeal, the infinite daring 
and the realism which have characterized 
actions of the Fascist nations. We have 
compromised our religion—democracy— 
to preserve our tool—capitalism. England 
is carrying the world’s burden today. 
Will America allow her to carry it alone? 
If so, it will be because of our failure 
to understand. Our hearts cannot have 
been so recently corrupted.” 


READERS DIGEST presents the fol- 
lowing: “In four years of experiment 
Chemists George O. Kohler, W. R. Gra- 
ham and C. F. Schnabel of Kansas City, 
Mo., established that grain grass contains 
all the vitamins except D, has 28 times 
more vitamins per pound than dried fruits 
or vegetables. To make grass fit for hu- 
man consumption, the chemists dried, 
bleached and ground the leaves of wheat, 
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barley, oats and rye, produced a fine 
white powder with a slight malt flavor. 
They ate this grass all winter, caught no 
colds, enjoyed excellent health. Now 
three U. S. factories are making powdered 
grass. Approximate cost: six cents per 
pound. “‘The use of 12 pounds of pow- 
dered grass a year will supply the neces- 
sary factors for a liberal diet to all U. S.

Well, a reversion 
to the style of Nebuchadnezzar, it seems. 
The discoveries of science are amazing, 
indeed. The eating of grass is, however, a 
new wrinkle. “KNOWLEDGE SHALL

ing a book entitled “Mein Kampf.” In 
that book he outlined his plans for the 
subjugation of Europe and the world.

lieve in making a fetish of the flag or any 
other thing. However, no true-blue, loyal 
member of the Church of God can fail to 
render respect and love to the symbol of 
our country’s might and grandeur. 

TIME gives the following report from 
the vatican (headquarters of the Roman 
Catholic Church and home of the Pope). 
“‘Last week on the second day after Italy 
went to war, the Pope’s newspaper failed 
to appear, for the first time since 1870. 
The official explanation was that “The 
printing press has broken down.” But on 
other occasions when the seven-year-old 
press has failed to function the paper has 
appeared in mimeograph. On Thursday 
the paper, shorn of all war news, reap- 
peared announced: In the present circum- 
stances we are compelled to abstain from 
now on from printing the various bulle- 
tins.” I] Duce (Mussolini) allowed the 
paper to circulate throughout Italy—if it 
could. The whole Italian clergy sent a 
message to Mussolini: “‘May the sure vic- 
tory of our arms gloriously place the Ital- 
ian flag on the Holy Sepulchre, and re- 
vindicate the glory and rights of the 
House of Savoy, restorer of harmony 
amongst civilized people of Imperial and 
Christian Rome.” There, in a nutshell is 
the attitude of the Roman Catholic 
Church. In my sincere opinion, they are 
as much against God as is the deepest 
dyed sinner in the world. I again predict 
that the so-called Holy Roman Church 
will make peace with the forces of hell 
led by Hitler, Stalin and Mussolini. They 
are set on one thing and one alone: Pro- 
tect the Pope and the Catholic Church at 
all hazards. THEY WILL STAND ON 
THE SIDE OF ANTICHRIST.
